TO SOUTH AFRICA. IT HAS BEEN DECIDED THAT AMBASSADOR 
YOUNG WILL TRAVEL TO SOUTH AFRICA ON MAY 21. ARRANGEMENTS 
FOR THE AMBASSADOR'S TRAVEL TO AND SCHEDULE IN SOUTH 
AFRICA ARE STILL BEING WORKED OUT. AS YOU KNOW. AMBASSA- 
DOR YOUNG IS NOW IN ABIDJAN AT THE CHIEFS OF MISSION 
CONFERENCE. WE EXPECT HIM TO MAKE STOPS IN GHANA AND 
LIBERIA LATER IN THE WEEK, BEFORE GOING ON TO LISBON 
TO MEET WITH VICE-PRESIDENT MONDALE THIS COMING WEEKEND.

TO THE UN CONFERENCE ON ZIMBABWE AND NAMIBIA IN MAPUTO 
FROM MAY 16-21 . FOLLOWING THE VISIT TO SOUTH AFRICA. 
AMBASSADOR YOUNG EXPECTS TO TRAVEL TO SUDAN AND PERHAPS
